« Be just, and fear not.” 
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Public Bribery. 

That demagegues will always abuse their 
power—tiiat they will, unless restrained by 
a watchful and jealous people, undermine 
and eventually destroy the liberties of any 
nation—is a fact so well established by the 
experience of all ages, that it requires no 
arguments to prove it at this day. But it 
was reserved for the present age—for the 
state of New-York—to make the boldest 
and most flagitious assault on the liberties 
of a people—to “legalize corruption”—to 
give legislative sanction to public bribery. 
‘This has been done in an act,which,(whatev- 
er may be its title,) ought to be called, “ An 
act to purchase democratic votes at the en- 
suing election.” On this subject we must, 
we will speak-plainly. The public good re- 
quires it; and to that object we are subser- 
vient. We will defend the rights of the 
people at every hazard. 

The act in question appropriates four 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, to be 
loaned out to the people in small sums. 

The commissioners for receiving appli- 
cations and distributing the money, are al- 
ready appointed—two ia each county. ~~ - 

Applications are to be received from 
the-present tite to the first ef June, when 
the distribution is to be made at the discre- 
tion of the commissioners. 

Apportioning this money according to 
our representation, four thousand five hun- 
dred dollars will be allowed for each mem- 
ber to the assembly. Lighteen thowsand 
dollars, then, will fall to Columbia county. 
It is atime of general distress; and the 
applicants for this money will be very nu- 
merous. On the strength of this sum, ap- 
plications will unquestionably amount to at 
least one hundred thousand dollars. Eve- 
ry applicant will receive encouragement, 
provided he will suppert the party by whom 
this boon has been placed within his reagh. 
——The distribution is not to take place un- 
til after the election. A few only can be 
accommedated—But the election will be 
over——_____. 

To show that the law is designed to pro- 
mote the views of the democratic party at 
the ensuing election, and not to relieve the 
distresses of the people, a few remarks on- 
ly are necessary. 

Ist. The sum is inadequate to a general 
relief of the people. Divide it equally e- 
mongst the inhabitants of the state. and it 
would not afford a day’s subsistence to each. 
i the money being drawn from our 
Public funds, operates as a tax to that 
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amount. Sothat if the distribution was 
just and impartial, the only effect would be, 
to take money from one hand and put it in- 
to the other, after deducting a small per 
centage for commissioners’ fees. 

2nd. Had the object of our legislature 
been honest and upright, commissioners 
would have been appointed without regard 
to political distinctions; er if democrats 
exclusively had been appointed, those of the 
most dignified and respectable standing 
would have been selected—men, who 
would not have descended to little, mean 
electioneering arts—men who would dis- 
dain to tamper with applicants for money. 
But such has not been the case. We have 
seen the list of commissioners; and a- 
mong'st them we observe some of the low- 
est electioneerers in the state. 

Srd. The receiving of applications dur- 
itig the pendency of an election, and the 
subsequent distribution, are circumstances 
which speak for themselves. 

Finally, the whole affair is so glaring, so 
barefaced, that . 

“it needs but to be seen.” 


Our public funds are prostituted to base e- 
lectioneering purposes.—The democrats 
have resorted to these means, to eke out 
their decreasing power. This election is 
all-important. The next legislature choo- 
ses the electors of president. Driven to 
desperation, they have ventured on a meas- 
ute, which is excelled in impudence only 
by te ‘usurpations of Bonaparte. 

But we trust they will yet be disappoint- 
ed. We believe this very act will sink 
them still lower in the esti‘aation of the 
people. No honest man will receive the 
wages of corruption. No independent e- 
lector will be bought by such means. ‘The 
bribe will be spurned—and the briber de- 
tested. 
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The following Resolutions were read and unan- 
imously adopted, at the late County meeting :— 


Resolved, That, in the opinion of this 
meeting, founded on the best information 
which our President has yet condescended 
to communicate to the people, our re- 
public has never before been reduced to a 
situation so perilous and dishonorable as at 
the present moment; and that we view 
with the most alarming apprehensions those 
mysterious measures of our general gov- 
ernment, which are apparently every day 
plunging our country into deeper disgrace 
and ruin. 

Resolved, That the profound and contin- 
ued darkness in which the intercourse be- 
tween our President and Napoleon the Em- 
peror of l’rance, has been long buried, is a 
just cause of the most serious alarm to ev- 
ery citizen; and thatin a government like 
ours, having forits foundation the opinion 
of the people, and for its only protection

their virtue and knowledge, the conduct of 
Congress in throwing a veil over - every 
source of information, is wholly subversive 
of those great republican principles which 
distinguish our constitution and constitute 
the verv base of our republic ; and when we 
remember that all this mysterious secrecy 
is created and applauded by those very men, 
who filled the nation with clamor against 
the few and necessary secret transactions 
of the Washington administrations; and 
when we also remember, that during the 
last session of Congress only, that body 
have sat with closed doors more frequently 
than every congress which have preceded 
them, we are irresistab'y driven to the 
conclusion, either, that the conduct of Mr. 
Jefferson and his-congress, is too weak and 
flagitious to bear the public eye, and there- 
fore deserves universal condemnation, or 
that they have abandoned those principles 
which they once professed and pledged 
themselves to support, and therefore are no 
longer entitled to the suffrage of any hon- 
est Republican. 


Resolved, That we view in the act laying 
anembargo, andthe acts supplemen 
thereto, conclusive evidence of the tot 
incapacity of our present rulers, to con- 
duct with prosperity, the complicated in- 
terests of a great and commercial nation. 
We would not, at this momentous period 
lightly state a fact which could not be ful- 
ly gupported by circumstances antt proofs 
which set at defiance every doubt ; but.we 
must be blind not to perceive in thosé déts, 


without the slightest veil to cover their de-. 


formity, that unbounded preference te 
France, that unabated hatred’of England, 
that narrow jealousy of the prosperity of 
the northern states, and that inveterate hos- 
tility to commerce generaily, which have 
always marked the official comduct and 
rankled in the bosoms of the president and 
his southern counsellors. We donot deny 
that a nation may be so situated as to ren- 
der an embargo, that pestilence in all coms 
mercial nations, a measure - sometimes 
proper ; but then it should always be hmited 
in its duration ; and we do not hesitate to 
say, that there can exist no circumstances 
in any commercial republic, and more es- 
pecially in our own, which can turnish the 
least excuse for an embargo, like the pre- 
sent, extended to the exportation of all 
articles, both by seaand land, and whelly 
unlimited in its duration. We cannot 
perceive that our ships and seamen acquire 
any additional security from an act whiea 
forbids our citizens on cur northern, west- 
ern and southern frontiers from trading 
with and trausporting their produce by land 
to adjacent territories. We are compelled 


to fear that this unnecessary and wanten 
system. of non-intercourse with the colo+ 
nies of Eneland, has its ovicin in that vast 
and ambitious policy of Napoleon, which 
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has for its object the destraction of Eagland. 
England! who, whatever may be her vi- 
ces, her follies and her corruptions, i at this 
moment the only barrier against the French 
tyrant and universal slavery.

Communications. 
French Influence. 

Mr. Jefferson has published every dis- 
patch, both official and unofficial, and every 
conversation which relates to our situstion 
with England. But the communications 
between himselfand the emperor of I rance, 
have been buried in the profoundest dark- 
ness. We have been juggled with a few 
short and immaterial notes between Arm- 
strong and the French minister. At length, 
however, the voice of the people has been 
heard at Washington; and Mr. Jefierson 
has been compelled—yes, absolutcly com- 
fredied, to publish the following letter. This 
is but the first item of proof. If the presi- 
dent shall ever dare to publish all the conf- 
dential communications from Gen. Arm- 
strong, our minister in France, we shall no 
longer wonder why our government is _ re- 
solved on a war with England; or why it 
has cursed the country with an embargo. 
Yes, fellow-citizens, you must be prepared 
to behold on the one side, a tone of French 
insolence, intrigue and insult, and on the 
other, a tone of American treachery, sub- 
mission and dishonor. ‘This letter is dated 
more than three months ago. It was kept 
secret by the president, as long as he was 
able to conceal it. Its publication has been 
finally forced, by the firmness and perse- 
verance of the minority in congress, It is 
addressed, by the confidential minister of 
Bonaparte, to our minister in France. 


[For the letter see the last Balance. ] 


That this letter is authentic, none can 
deny. Itis published in the president’s 
official paper, the National Intelligencer, at 
Washington. Bonaparte has the insolerice 
to tell us, that we must make war on Ene- 
land; or that he will make war on us. Or, 
in other words, the condemnation of our 
property in France, depends entirely upon 
our government’s making war on England, 
or continuing neutral. Have I stated this 
subject fairly? Read once more the three 
last periods of the above letter :— 


« War exists then in fact between England and 
the United States ; and his majesty considers it as 
declared from the day on which England pvblished 
her decrees. In that persuasion, his majesty, ready 
to consider the United States as associated witb the 
cause of all the powers who have to defend them- 
selves against England, has not taken any definitive 
measures towards the American vessels which may 
have been brought into our ports: He has ordered 
that they should remain sequestered, until a decision 
may be had thereon, according to the dispositions 


which shall have been expressed by the government 
of the U, States.” 


“ His majesty considers it as declar- 
ed” !! !——« His majesty is ready to consider 
the United States associated with him a- 
gainst England.” '.! !—In the name of inde- 
pendence, ofliberty.of republicanism, what 
right Las “his majesty” to “ consider” us 
in a state of war? And in the name 
of our constitution, of all that is dear to 
frecmen, what right had Mr. Jefferson to 
conceal from the people this base, this inso- 
lent letter? Has it already come to this?

cealed from the people, until the danger 
became too mighty for resistance. “ng 
they all fell by the corrufi:ion of their rulers. 
We know these to be facts. “You who 
have seen and watched the French revolu- 
tion, know these things to be true. When, 
then, you behold our president and a ma- 
jority of Congress labouring to conceal from 
the people letters like the one now publish. 
ed, do you not shudder for the fate of your 
devoted country ? Had Mr. Jefferson felt 
like a patriot—had he imbibed one drop of 
that stream of independence which nour.

I blush to 
state that this was concealed—concealed 
from his own constituents ; and the embar- 
go, the rupture with England, and nume- 
rous other servile acts of our government, 
tell us too fatally how well it has been obey- 
ed. 

My countrymen, it is time to rouse from 
your slumbers. Remember that itis as ¢ 
sy for a republic to sleef: away her indepen- 


dence, as to yield it to a conqueror. 1 ask 


you—you who boast of your republicanism 
—do you love your country ? | know that 
thousands of you love her with unabated 
fervor. Icall upon you, then, to let your 
reason and your judgment have full scope 
Reficct on these things. Behold yourselves 
on the eve of a war with®Englind. Be 
hold the above Ictter. Remember how in 
variably Mr. Jefferson has kept a studied 
secrecy upon this subject; and do not let 
blind prejudice still force you mito that 
hateful maxim—* the president can do ne 
wrong.” Ile can do wrong. ile 1s, like 
all other men, subject to all the frailues 
human nature. Do not fancy him perfects 
and worship him as the idol of republican- 
ism. Hf you'do, you will soon be undecelv- 
ed. The fital truth will flash upon yo" 
when it is too late. And then. like the 
wretched slaves of Kurope, you will awakes 
nd be aston® hed te find the chains of Na- 
poleon too firmly rivetted to be shaken 
from you. 
No end to the Embargo. 
In section 7h of the Ist. article of the 
Constitution of the U.States,it is declared-~ 
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« Every bill which shall have passed the 
«“ house of representatives and sepate, shall, 
“ before it becomes a law, be presented to 
«the president. If he approve it, he shall 
« sigu it; but if not, he shall return it, &c. 
«and then if it be passed by two thirds of 
«“ each house of congress, it shall become 
«a law without the signature of the Presi- 
“dent."—Thus the president, and one 
more than one third of the members of ei- 
ther house of congress, can, at any time, 
prevent the passage of any law. Let our 
northern merchants and farmers apply this 
to the embargo. ‘lhe act laying an embar- 
go is uniimited in its duration, and we can 
never get rid of it, but by an act.of con- 
gress which shall repeal it. Now suppose 
our president should, in the prosecution of 
his favorite anti-commercial system, re ¢e 
such a repealing act his signature ; and sup- 
pose the southern members, who compose 
more thanone third of Congress, actuated by 
that jealousy of northern commere and pros- 
perity, should join the president, what then 
would be our situation? The embargo 
might continue until it had destroyed every 
thing like trade, and almost extinguished 
industry itself. Though a large majority of 
both houses of Congress might be decided- 
ly hostile to the embargo—although the 
representatives of every commercial state 
should wish to repeal—still, the president, 
and a minority of one more than one third 
of either house of Congress, might con- 
tinue it forevers—Merchants of New-York ! 
Farmers of the county of Columbia! are 
you content with this? Are you satisfied 
that the president, who has avowed his hos- 
tility to commerce—to commerce, the great 
source of the grandeur and wealth of this 
state, should thus have it in his power, in 
Spiie of congress, to crush your prosper- 
ity forever? If you are not, then declare}, 
At by your yotes at the ensuing election, in 
a language not to be misunderstood or eva- 
ded. James I. Van Alen has assisted to 
produce the present crisis. Let him never 
have another opportunity to injure you. 

By our constitution, the president and 
one more than one third of our senate can 
forever prevent the passage of any law to 
repeal the embargo. Our senate consists 
of thirty-three members. ‘Thus, then, al- 
though every one of our representatives, 
and twentygone of our senators, should vote 
for the repéal of the embargo ; yet the pre- 
sident, combined with twelve senators, 
could keepit on during the existence of 
their power. Oh! what a patriotic clan of 
republicans we have in Congress. And, re- 
publicans: you, who are jealous of execu- 
tive influence, will you not vote again for 
JamesI. Van Alen, who, as far as his 
vote would go, has bound and fettered our 
agriculture and commerce, and delivered it 
into the hands of the president and twelve 
senators. 
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The embargo has reduced all classes to 
‘distress, and thousands to ruin. Why is it 
continued? This question cannot be an- 
swered. James I. Ven Alen, Esq. says it 
was laid, because the president said it must 
be laid. And James I. Van Alen Esq. has 
proved himself a very good republican, by 
voting for the embargo, because the presi- 











dent said he must. Oh! what an able, up- 
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right, independent republican——unassu- 
ming, mild and honorable representative is 
James 1. Van Alen, Esq. 

The only reason given, by the few friends 
of the embargo which are to be found, a- 
mong us, why that act was passed, is, that 
it preserves our seamen, vessels and prop- 
erty from seizure and condemnation, and 
thus protects our merchants and farmers. 
Never was a more sophistical and ridicu- 
lous pretence offered in justification of_a 
treacherous and ruinous measure. The 
embargo preserve to us our seamen!! See 
them in all our capital towns, in a state of 
starvation, too horrid for description, See 
thousands of them, broken in spirit, and 
reduced to the humiliation of begging from 
door to door, aud dragging out their lives 
upon the pittaace bestowed by .the Iberal 
and humane. See.them flying in columns 
from our country, and seeking employment 
in the seaports of Canada, Nova Scotia, and 
the West-Indies.—The embargo preserve 
our vessels !! See them rotting in the mud 
of our rivers and seaports; and by una- 
voidable neglect, because they are now of 
no value, decaying with a rapidity wholly 
unparalleled.—The embargo protect our 
merchants and farmers!! What an insult 
upon us is the wery idea. Our merchants, 
almost to aman, distressed and embarras- 
sed beyond all example ; and thousands— 
yes, tens of thousands, reduced from aflu- 
ence to poverty——nay, many times, to ab- 
solute want. And our farmersin a situa- 
tion never before equalled in this country. 
The produce of last year rotting on their 
hands, without any chance of market—with 
the comfortable prospect before them, that 
all the fruits of another year’s laber, will be 
to them of no value, beyond our home con- 
sumption. Now with these facts staring 
him in the face (I appeal to every indepen- 


‘dent and honest maf) can he be any thing 


but a villain or a fool that will persist in 
justifying the embargo, by such false sto- 
ries and empty nonsense. 

Some people are foolish enough to like 
the embargo, because they are told it will 
prevent awar. The man who knows any 
thing of our national affairs, and yet says 
this, deserves a Cat-o’-nine-tails for lying.— 
*Tis too palpable a falsehood for any decent 
man to support. ‘The truth is, the embar- 
go and its supplementary acts, is in itself a 
war measure. It pretends to be general. 
But it has a particular application. It is 
aimed at England; and England is not fool 
enough not to see it. If any thing could 
tend to irritate England, and lead her to 
war upon us, the embargo is the very thing 
that would doit. Let the people wait but 
a few months, and they will find this pre- 
tended measure of peace and precaution 
eventuating In a most destructive war. 

——_— 

Setiling accounts.—One reason given by 
the Administration in favor of the Embargo 
was, that it would oblige people to settle 
their accounts. ‘Ve now learn by a letter 


from the town of Augusta, inthe Province 
of Maine,that alarge collection of distressed 
people got together, and in their phrenzy 
first burat the Gaol and liberated the pri- 
‘soners, and then attempted to-set fire to the 
Court House, but were prevented; a large 
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tavern adjoining the Gaol caught fire and 
was consumed, threatcning the town with 
cop flagration. 4 

Another letter mentions that in a small 
seaport in the Province of Maine, Passam- 
aquoddy, the Collector and officers of the 
Custom. Heusé have been insulted and 


threatened, and that large quantities of 
flour on hand were'shi in open day and 


exported in defiance of all law or law offi- 
cers. 

This is setgling accounts with a ven- 
geance.———-But hunger wil! break through 
stone walls, saith the proverb—£v. Poss.

In relation to England, almost every 
thing, even the conversation of her minis- 
ters, had been very properly published. In 
felation to France, the executive and satel- 
lites attempted to conceal every thing of im- 
portance. A violent struggle of three days 
extracted a partial disclosure ; but much 
remains behind. No instructions of our gov’t 
to Armstrong: no letters of Arnistrongto the 
Secretarv of state, are yet disclosed. The 
Worst of all perhaps, remains yet tobe told. 
Muy a powerful minority, by their exertions 
obtain at last acomplete <lisclosure of all the 
correspondence relative to France! Men 
were neyer so humbled before as our French 
advocates in Congress.

‘The house of course went into 
secret session, and so remained during the 
day. ‘The message and documents were 


- several times read, and a resolution offered 


by Mr. Randolph was adopted, to request 
some further explanation relative to the 
dates of certain letters of Armstrong.

Randolph was appointed a committee to 
present this resolution to the president, and 
he accordingly repaired to the palace for that 
pupose, when lo! the president was sick 
and unable t6 seecompany. ‘The message 
was therefore left with the president’s pri- 
vate secretary who undertook to present it 
to his excellency. 

On Thursday the house again went into 
conclave, that Mr. Randolph might make a 
report of his visit to the president. They 
remained in conclave during the day. Af- 
ter a speech of considerable length, Mr. 
Randolph offered a resolution to publish the 
message and documents communicated by 
the president. The executive satellites re- 
fused to consider the motion. ‘The division 
was 70'to 45, of course there was an end to 
that resolution. Mr. Randolph wheis never 
dispirited by want of success, immediately 
offered another resolution which went to 
publish Chattipagny’s Ictter, andsome other 
confidential papers; ‘and he enforced at 
Tength the propriety ofa disclosure.
